the gears or even cause the breakage 
of shafts and other parts. 
' I t always should be remembered 
that two gears cannot be forced intn 
engagement quickly and easily unles* 
they are running at somewhat near 
the same speed.

The cutting of Ice Is a very simple 


operation'." Tlw method recommended 
by the department, of agriculture 13 
to mark off the pond In rectangular 
figures of convenient size, then to saw 
out a strip from shore to shore nnd 
force It under flie ice, leaving an open 
channel to the bank. Pieces as laree 
at, can be handled are then sawed oirt 
on either side, pulled ashore by men 
with ice hooks or by a hors* on the 
bank, then loaded OK tbe wagon or 
sled. 


The method of storing win. If 


the Ice is to be stored in a properly 
constructed IceTliouse with commercial 
Insulation, little packing is needed. If 
ji'house not equipped with commercial * 
Insulation, or sorm other makeshift 
storage • space is used, the ground 
should be covered with 12 Inches of 
sawdust or plnning-mtll si)Mings be- 
fore the ice 1» put In. A 12-inch space 
should be left between the ice and the 
walls and should be tightly filled ia 
with sawdust or shaving*, and a cover- 
fcijf of ISInchas of sawdust or Ehar- 
lng« should be placed over ta« Ice. 


Plmning-mlll shavings are preferable 


to sawdust, being more absorbent and - 
not so much Inclined to pack. Whether 
sawdust or shavings are used, care 
must be. taken that the material 1* 
tltoroughly dry.
